NEW FOOD LAW 


By the operations of the new state 
food law', which went into effect June 
12, it is made obligatory on all deal­ 
ers in food stuffs to protect their 
wrares from all possible sources of 
contamination. 
It is not lawful for 
any one to sell, offer to sell, or keep 
in his possession with intent to sell or 
convey on the street any food product 
whatsoever that has not been protect­ 
ed from flies and street dust. 
Gro- 
cerymen, fruit dealers, butchers, fish 
venders, and even itenerant candy 
peddlers will not be permitted to ex­ 
pose to view their products in their 
places of business or on the side­ 
walks, without first securely protect­ 
ing them by GLASS covers. 
Mos­ 
quito ret, wire screening, etc., will 
not answer the requirement of the 
law, as such screens, while protecting 
from Aes, will not protect from dust.

THE PESKY FLY 


In former times it was the big things 
that iroze men's hearts with fear—the 
mythical giants, dragons, specters. 
Now science has taught us that the 
little things are the dangerous ones — 
the insects, mosquitoes and flies, and 
the 
microbes, those immeasurably 
minute plants and animals, too small 
for the unaided human eye to see. 
We first learned the part the mos­ 
quito plays iii the transmission of 
ma *ria and yellow fever, but the 
menace that there is to mankind in 
the house-fly was for long unsuspect­ 
ed, 
it is only about fifteen years ago 
that the first heeded warnings were 
uttered against this insect, and its ao- 
tuaI guilt as a murderer of men was 
clearly demonstrated only at the time 
of the Spanish war, when so many of 
the flower of American youth died of 
the typhoid fever that decimated the 
volunteer army in the detention camps 
in all parts of the country.* 
So active is the fly in the spread of 
this disease that it has been proposed 
ju a recent publication of the United 
States department of agriculture to 
rename it the “ typhoid fly.” 
it may carry the germs of this di­ 
sease in one of tw o wTays, either di- 
rectly by soiling its feet with the dis­ 
charges from feuer patients, and then 
flying off and alighting upon food or 
falling into milk; ©r else by eating 
matter contaminated 
with typhoid, 
and carrying the germs in its intesti­ 
nal canal and depositing them upon 
food. 
But it is not alone typhoid that flies 
spread. The germs of tuberculosis 
may readily he carried by them unless 
the patient has heeded the warnings 
sounded on all sides, and taken care 
to destroy all expectorated matter. 
The virus of a sore may be taken up 
by a fly’s feet and deposited on a cut 
or ab.aided surface of Jhe skin of an­ 
other person. 
Any disease, indeed, 
which is capable of inoculation or of 
being spread by the taking in of its 
germs with food or drink may be 
spread by these noxious insects.— 
Youth’s Coinpahion.

A noted French traveler vi.siting in 
America was asked what feature in 
American life was most noticeable, 
said, “ Waste, everywhere waste.” 
The French people get rich on less 


and carries off water more quickly 
will not fill up so soon, and leaves 
the field in much better shape to work. 
How many farmers buy tools, wag­ 
ons, buggies, farm machinery, etc., 
and leave them out, exposed to the 
weather to rust till needed again next 
time.

Core cobs contain more 
potash than most any other vegetable, j 
many times a s much as the best hard 
woods, hickory, maple, etc., weight 
for weight; yet how many men feed 
the corn in the ear and let the cobs 
lie on the ground 
to 
dry. 
Cobs 
ground have some considerable feed 
value for cattle, sheep and goats, and 
after digested are available at once as 
a plant food of high o rd er—potash, 
humus and nitrogen- in proper pro­ 
portions to push our crops. 
Where 
cobs cannot be ground I advise burn­ 
ing them. thus liberating the potash, 
at once available for plant food, tho 
of far less value than if ground and 
fed to stock. 
The slops from the kitchen 
will 
make the garden rich. 
Bury the sol­ 
ids here and there and scatter the 
liquids over the ground and see how 
stuff will grow after a season or two. 
Nothing will make grass, trees and 
flowers grow better than soap suds, 
dish water, etc.

This Dying Race to Be Transplanted 
to Labrador. 
A 
commencement 
has 
Just 
been 
made In a most remarkable and long 
talked of enterprise. 
This Is nothing 
less than 
the transplanting of the 
Lapps from Lapland, where they are 
a dying nn^e, to Labrador, where it is 
toped that they will flourish and in- 
r pea se. 
Whether these hopes will be justi­ 
fied or not remains to be seen. 
Sim­ 
ilar experiments in the past have sel­ 
dom been wholly successful, and some 
have resulted disastrously. 
The Doukbobors, for instance, who 
in 1899 were transported to the num­ 
ber of 8.000 or 9,000 from their homes 
in southern Russia to (he Canadian 
northwest, were for a time in dire 
straits. They also behaved erratically, 
marching naked through tile snow' and 
abandoning their flocks and herds to 
the wolves. 
They are now, however, 
reported to be settling down and do 
ing better. 
On the other hand, tlie attempt made 
some eighty years ago to transplant 
the Roskolnikls of the Don country to 
ft new home that was supposed to have 
been found for them in eastern Tur­ 
kestan resulted in one of the paoftt 
ghastly tragedies recorded in the an- 
nnls of history.

Equally dreadful was the fate .that 
befell the 10,000 Jutlanders transplant­ 
ed to the east coast of Greenland by 
Queen Margaret of Sweden.

they flourished exceedingly. 
Villages 
W’ere founded, churches and schools 
W'ere built, and a bishop wras appointed. 
Then one year the ice pack broke 
loose from the remote northern seas 
and came to a standstill along the 
coast opposite the settlements In ii belt 
fifty miles broad. 
All communication with the open sea 
was then cut off. 
The settlers Were 
unable to obtain supplies, and ill the 
end they perished down to tho Very 
last man.—Pearson’s Weekly.

“Assault 
and battery,” therefore, is pot a mere 
reduplicated phrase. To constitute the 
minor crime some degree of alarm 
must be present In the mind of the 
party threatened, - but that In Itself 
(not very logically) Is not enough. The 
person guilty of the menace must have 
the power of carrying out his implied 
threat, whether the victim knows it 
or not. 
Thus it has been held that 
while presenting a loaded pistol at a 
person is certainly an assault.
